Problem Keeping Name Clear

Fifth district court records incorrectly identified 


a man who pleaded guilty Tuesday to driving under 
the influence of intoxicants as a James Dean 
Foster, of 2121 Brown wood,-Paw Paw, according to 
Benton Harbor City Attorney Samuel Henderson. 


TheFosternaine, in turn, was erroneously used in 


this newspaper in connection with the case. 


According to Henderson, the defendant's correct 


name was Eugene L. Cross, also of Paw Paw. 


Henderson explained Benton Harbor police 


arrested a man last Oct. 31 on the drunk driving 


charge and the man gave police (he name of James 
Dean Foster. 


Subsequently, the real Foster, who had received a 


notice of the hearing in the mail, and Eugene Cross 
showed up for a pre-trial in court, each with an 
attorney. Foster quickly convinced the arresting 
officer and the court he was not the defendant. It 
cameout then, Henderson said, that Cross had used 
the name of Foster, an acquaintance, at the time of 
the October arrest. 


Cross also used the name of Foster when he 


pleaded guilty to an additional charge of driving 


without an operator's license shortly after the 
arrest. 


The trial notice was not changed, and the 


defendant was still identified as "James Dean 
Foster, also known as Eugene Lyle Cross" when 
Cross came into court Tuesday and pleaded to 
drunk driving and paid $150." 


The real Foster, who operates the James Foster 


Asphalt Paving business in the Paw Paw area, has 
spent S150 in lawyer's fees to protect his name, and 
his lawyer is slill seeking lo get some points 
removed from Foster's driving record in Lansing 
for (he no operator's license conviction.

There was an apparent leak 


among Alabama Gov. George 
Wallace's backers in their.at- 
tempt to wrest the name away 
jfrom the Democratic regulars, 
^Wallace supporters said. 


When two Wallace backers 


walked into the Corporation Di- 
vision of the Department of 
Commerce here at 8:15 a.m. 


Friday to register the names 
"Michigan Democratic Party, 
Inc."and "Michigan Democrat- 
ic State Central-Committee," 
they found a regular Democrat- 
ic party attorney, Tom Downs, 
there ahead of them, filling out 
the necessary forms to regain 
control of the names. 


Downs afrived at 8:05. 
Attorney James E. Wells, 


representing Wallace backers, 
said he learned the names had 
not been registered while pre- 
paring a lawsuit against the 
party. 


All Jack Jensen and Phil Lee, 


both Michigan Wallace dele- 
gates at the National Demo- 
cratic Convention, could do was 
register the names "The Con- 
servativeMichigan Democratic 
Party, Inc." and "The Con- 
servative 
State 
Democratic 


State Central Commmittee." 


But a court fight could devel- 


op over the names Jensen and 
Lee registered, a state official 
said, because of possible con- 
fusion caused by their sim- 
ilarity. 


But Jensen, a Detroit police- 


man, 
still thinks the Wallace 


faction has won at least a mor- 


al victory. 


"The Democratic party of 


Michigan came within a hair- 
breadth of losing its party 
name," he said, adding they 
were, "extremely negligent in 
letting us get that close.

Kelley's hatf-raiser? It. seems the attorney general main- 


tained as constitutional 
a 42-year-old law. that says 


cosmetologists cannot touch a hair on a man's or a boy's head. 


The 1931 law says if you are a cosmetologist and you want to 


cut a man's hair, you have to get a barber's license first. 


Kelley has some backers. .The State Supreme Court and a 


previous attorney general came to the same conclusions on the 


act, ruling it constitutional. 


Cleary says Kelley could have an uprising on his hands, or at 


the very least a court challenge or pressure on the Legislature 
"lo correct Ihe law." 


"The cosmetologists will rise up in arms," Cleary said. 


"They feel they are being discriminated against." 


Kelley made his opinion in a letter to Slate Sen. Jerome T^- 


Harl, D-Saginaw. 


There are 45,000 cosmetologists In Michigan. Licensed, 


barbcrsare down to 9,800 slatewide, nearly a 50 per centcut in 
recent years. 


Cleary said the opinion goes against those in other states.' 


Kelley wrote Hart, "The statute is not so clearly arbitrary and 
capricious as to be unconstitutional."

Didn't Get No Respect!9 


However You Figure It, 
It Does Seem Top-Heavy 


It is regrettable that the faculty of Lake 


Michigan College usually issues public 
critiques of college operations only when 
the faculty union is negotiating, as now, 
for pay increases. If the air were clear of 
bargaining animosities, the public would 
not have to be suspicious of whether the 
faculty is throwing up a smoke screen to 
serve its own pecuniary interests. 


Nevertheless, in its latest statement 


issued during the current deadlocked pay 
negotiations, the faculty has made a point 
worthy of serious consideration. Charging 
that the two-year Berrien county junior 
college is already top-heavy with ad- 
ministrators, the faculty Thursday made 
public a unanimous motion opposing the 
appointment of two new administrators at 
the school. 


IMC. is reported in the process of ac- 


•ce^tihg-i applications for candidates in- 
teffeited in. two new dean of instruction 
po'$ts.\The faculty statement said: • 


''The two new appointments would 


brlng!::the administrative staff of. the 
college to'a total of 30, while there are only 
56 .fuli-tirrie instructors. A ratio of one 
administrator to every 
1.9 full-time 


teaCherS tc-rders on the incredible in this 
daj'.'a^d age ;pf decreasing enrollments 
and'financial accountability." 
; 


:,%t 'unexpectedly, the faculty has 
construed the figures to ,put the ad- 
ministration in the worst possible light. 
Still, even a friendlier construction 
suggests that LMC may, indeed, be top- 
heavy with administrators. 


As nearly as this newspaper can 


determine, there are now 56 full-time 
teachers at LMC, with no other duties. 
There are also eight full-time instructors 
who receive an extra $1,000 per year for 


administrative duties in their depart- 
ments beyond their classroom activities. 
The college has 20 non-teaching ad- 
ministrators. 


The faculty lumped the eight full-time 


teachers who perform 
extra 
ad- 


ministrative work in with the non- 
teaching administrators and came up 
with a total of 28 administrators. Adding 
the two administrators who may be hired, 
the faculty arrived at 30 administrators 
and 56 teachers. This gives the faculty's 
ratio-of one administrator to every 1.9 
teachers. 


The more objective method of con- 


struing the figures would be to add the 
eight hybrid-teacher-administrators to 
the 
full-time 
teaching 
category. 


Presently, this would show 64 full-time 
teachers-and 20 non-teaching ad- 
ministrators. The ratio of teachers to 
administrators would then be 3.2. 


Assigning a fraction of the time of the 


eight teacher-administrators to ad- 
ministration could produce a ratio of 
perhaps one to three. 


A ratio of one to three isn't as bad as one 


to 1.9 but it seems bad enough. With eight 
full-time teachers superintending their 
own departments, the taxpayer can easily 
wonder why one full-time administrator is 
needed for every three teachers. 


Last week, this newspaper suggested 


editorially that when they average over 
$15,000 apiece for a 36-week working year, 
LMC teachers don't need a pay increase. 
Well, they make a good point, too. It 
certainly doesn't seem that LMC needs 
any more administrators. Some tax- 
payers might even feel that the college 
could do with a few less than they have

When the polls closed on the November 


1972 elections, most Americans—if they 
bothered to vote at all—promptly put all 
election matters out of their minds for at 
ieastthe next several months and perhaps 
for as long as the next two years. Among 
those unable to enjoy that luxury were the 
people who made it all possible: state, 
county and city elections officials, who 
are under the general aegis of their 
respective secretaries of state. All over 
the nation, election employes and volun- 
teers had to contend with an aggravating 
"array of nuts-and-bolts voting problems 
"which included overcrowded 
facilities, 


„ bewildered voters, illegible ballots, im- 
pervious punch cards, immovable levers, 
uncooperative computers, lost or stolen 
ballot boxes andother hassles, fiascos and 
.snafus. 


Somehow, candidates got elected 


anyway, from a President right down to 
the city dog-catcher. But to better prepare 


• for future confusion, the National Asso-

of Secretaries of State (his 


weekend in New Orleans is sponsoring the 


, first national conference ever devoted 
-.exclusively to the problems of elections,. 
^Secretaries of state and their top elections 
'division administrators are talking over

.nominating procedures, voter education 
: pamphlets and election law reform. Also 
on'-.the agenda is effective and uniform 
implementation of the 1970 Voting Rights 
Act amendments, which extended for five 


years the 1965 ban on literacy tests and 
similar voter-qualification devices. 


The conference chairman is Con- 


necticut's secretary of state, Gloria 
Schaffer. "It's a very exciting deve- 
lopment in elections administration 
because there's never been anything like 
it, to our knowledge, in the past," Con- 
necticut elections Atty. Amalia Toro said. 
"It really should result in an improved 
election administration for the country." 
Many slate legislatures now are con- 
sidering new election legislation or 
drafting entirely new election codes. 


The 93rd Congress also will take up 


numerous election law reform bills, in- 
cluding proposals to make election day a 
national holiday, require all polls to close 
al 11 p.m. EST, keep all polls open for a 
total of 24 hours within a two-day period, 
and allow voler registration by mail. 
Clearly, election laws and procedures can 
be improved. Most changes are aimed at 
boosting the counlry's notoriously low 
voter 
turnout, 
which 
in 
1972 
was 


estimated at a dismal 55 per cent of the 
voting age population. 
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The Swiss appear to have resolved their

do see the Saigon government's 
retaliation to what appears to 
be peaceful legitimate protest. 


Fourth: Concrete examples 


are given of techniques to be 
used. One example will give the 
flavor of the 
provocations 


Hanoi has ordered its men to 
organize in the five months just 
ahead. 


Demonstrations of protest 


are to be organized with old 
men 
and 
women 
in the 


forefront. These protests are to 
center 
around 
genuine 


grievances. At the start, only 
ordinary citizens are to be 
involved, with emphasis on the 
old 
and 
helpless. 
Then 


gradually, you will ffdd to these 
demonstrations young able- 
bodied men with chains, knives 
and sticks (clubs), the in- 
structions say. Finally, as time 
goes on, you will add skilled 
cadre armed with guns. 


The old are to be kept in the 


forefront. But the armed men 
will gradually escalate the 
demonstrations until they turn 
into riots. The riots will in- 
tensify until the police are 
provoked 
into 
retaliation. 


(Since the old men and women 
are to be kept in front, they will 
bear the brunt of the police 
shooting or clubbing.) 


It is essential, the documents 


say, that events be timed so 
that an international truce 
commission team is at hand to 
see the police retaliation — so 
that the team will report and 
publicize police brutality and 
convince the world Saigon is 
breaking the terms of the 
agreement. 


That is, Hanoi is planning a 


series of violent 
demon- 


strations carefully planned to 
create a chaotic atmosphere 
similar to Chicago at the time 
of 
the 1968 Democratic 


National Convention, only 
much intensified. The police 
are to be provoked beyond 
endurance. The "artillery" is 
to be well-organized and 
screened behind innocents. 
Public opinion is to be aroused 
against the police,, as at' 
Chicago. 


As indicated in the timetable, 


these provocations, coupled 
with terrorism, sabotage and 
psychological warfare are to • 
set 
the stage for some 


unidentified concerted action 
which is to follow five months 
after (he signing of the truce 
agreements.

Really Decent? 


In the heyday of McGover- 


nism, there was a good deal of 
talk about the sweetness of the 


man, 
how he was the most 


decent fellow in the U.S. 
Senate, and so on. Well, this 
kind of claim would now be 
fairly difficult to sustain. 


According 
to 
George 


McGovern, for example, Henry 
Kissinger "lied" when he said 
laslOctober that peace was "at 
hand." McGovern passed that 
public judgment not in the heat 
of the campaign, but af- 
terward, and coolly. McGovern 
did not say that Kissinger was 
"overly oplimislic." He did not 
even 
say 
that 
he 
was 


"mistaken." No, Kissinger 
lied.

McGovern at St. Catherine's is 
well worth pondering, for, 
after 


all, no modern American 
politician has demonstrated a 
more 
infirm 
grasp 
than 


McGovern of the future of 
American politics. Not only did 
he lose cataslrophically, but he 
chose, as if by unerring in- 
stincl, all of the wrong themes 
in his campaign. You are hard 
put to name (he constituency 
that McGovern did not outrage 
and alienate. And ever since his 
defeat, the Democratic Party 
has been combing McGover- 
nites out of positions of power 
as one would comb fleas out of 
a dog. 


Or look at it from another 


perspective. St. 
Catherine's, 


being a college, has — one 
would think — intellectual 
pretensions of some sort. Yet 
here, too, McGovern is an odd 


fit. Whatever else one must say 
of it, McGovern's campaign 
lacked intellectual distinction. 
His ideas from the very start 
were ill formulated. They were 
subjected 
to 
devastating 


criticism, and were constantly 
changed to try — ineffectually 
— lo meet it. 


But perhaps, after all, the. 


manifestation of McGovern at 
St. Catherine's has a sort of 
poetic logic, using the term 
"poetic" a* one would in

The City of St. Joseph ordains: 


SECTION 1 


There is hereby added to the 


Code of Ordinances of the City 
of St. Joseph, Michigan, a new 
chapter to be known as Title II. 
Chapter 24, to read as follows:
